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Frankly, It’s Franklin

Over the years I have given many tours of the basement 
storage area we refer to as B13. It is an atmospheric place, 
loaded to the ceiling with nautical artifacts of the past 200: 
years and smelling a bit like the attic of an ancient house. 
As the tour — generally a special group of volunteers, 
trustees, or visiting staffers from another museum ~ passes 
a larger-than-life figure of Benjamin Franklin, I generally 
have made a disparaging remark, expressing my doubts as 
to whether it actually was a figurehead. After all, the feet 
are made to stand on a flat surface, the eyes stare straight 

ahead, and the body is not arched. It does not look like the 

usual figurehead, which is shaped to fit the forward-slop- 


_ Ing bow of a vessel, the head cocked up so the eyes can see 


the horizon ahead. In my cynicism, I imagined the figure’s 


empty right hand holding cigars in front of a 19th-century 
smoke shop. 


Well, Ihave changed my mind. Now I think it really is a fig- 


_ urehead, and here is the story. Recently, I was perusing a 
book, American Figureheads and their Carvers by Pauline A. 


Pinckney, looking for something else, and came across a 
photograph that clearly showed our carving of Benjamin 
Franklin. The page with this picture also contained other 

pictures of figureheads that stand straight up and down, 

and look levelly ahead - all figureheads from steamships. 

Now, this book was known to me to have received one of 

the harshest reviews ever published in the American 

Neptune (formerly the professional journal of American 

maritime historians). Reviewer Marion V. Brewington said 

it was "beyond all question the worst conglomeration of 
carelessness, slovenly research, loose writing, and ie 
cal choice of materials that this reviewer has ever read. I 
was not around in 1940 to read this review, but it had 
become legendary, so I had stayed away from Pinckney 
and instead read Brewington’s own book on the subject, 
Shipcarvers of North America, published 22 years _.. 
Pinckney. A quick reread of the review showed that : e 
story of the Franklin figurehead is not singled out for 
ridicule, so I decided to try to confirm the history of the fig- 
urehead given in the book. 


Pinckney’s text told the story of a bs lage crac ges at 
steam packet named Franklin going ashore "on the rocks o 
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Montauk Point, Long Island (NY), with a rich cargo and 
Many passengers" in 1854. She said that a diver from 
Bellport, New York, has helped salvage the vessel and had 
brought the figurehead back to his town, where it could be 
seen for many years before becoming part of a collection in 
Maine.

Of all the neat things in our collections, some that particularly appeal to me are — 
charts - those large-area charts (often of the world) upon which masters of sailing vesse : 
noted their noon positions along the course of their voyages. When you look at a trac 
chart of a vessel bound from the east coast of the United States via the Cape of Good Hope 
for China or Japan; and from thence touching at the Sandwich Islands and owe. 
around Cape Horn to Philadelphia or New York, you can’t help but imagine the con a 
tions on board each day when the master or the mate penciled in the notation of progress: 
a dot connected to the previous dot and a date. Some track charts have additional com- 
ments written near the positions, describing the weather or how the ship was sailing or 
other vessels in the vicinity or a calamity that might have befallen the ship or its compa- 
ny. Progress was inexorable if not in a straight line and varied in distance day to day 
depending on winds and currents. 


Sitting at the Museum’s "chart table" and imagining the track of our last ten or eleven 
years, it is easy to see the progress we’ve made. 


Beginning in March, 1995, we approved the Strategic Plan that would set the course for 
the Museum for several years to come; we built a local computer network; we created a 
website; we changed the look of our signage and our stationery; we began our celebrated 
Discovery Boatbuilding Program with the South Bristol Eighth Grade and our Pirates’ 
Party; we instituted the Quartermaster spring and fall cleanup force; we carted away the 
remains of the building in which we worked on the tug Seguin; we entered into a suc- 
cessful major capital campaign; we hosted visiting vessels including Gazela of 
Philadelphia, Pride of Baltimore, Tole Mour, Matthew, Spirit of Massachusetts, Harvey Gamage, 
HM Bark Endeavour, HMS Rose, Snorri and Bounty; we were re-accredited by the American 
Association of Museums; we refurbished all the historic buildings of the Percy & Small 
shipyard; our curators mounted tens of temporary exhibitions in the Crooker, Peterson, A, 
B and C galleries; we installed new exhibits in all the historic buildings; we refurbished 
Donnell House and have recently begun installing new period room exhibits; we built a 
Visiting Yachtsman’s Building; we built the McEvoy Gallery orienting the visitor to Percy 
& Small; we built Long Reach Hall and the climate-controlled storage beneath it; our col- 
\ections of artifacts have grown by a third (from approximate 15,000 objects, in 1995 to 
nearly 20,000 at year end 2005); we published four books: The Pattens of Bath by Ken 
Martin and Lin Snow, A Shipyard in Maine: Percy & Small and the Great Schooners by Doug 
Lee and Lin Snow, A Doryman’s Day by Capt. Barry Fisher, and Snow Squall: The Last 
American Clipper Ship by Nick Dean. Dozens of other milestones dot our track of the last 
decade. And the images of people "annotate" the track: past colleagues and shipmates 
who have moved on from the Museum, some of whom have " gone aloft." 


But unlike the track charts that grace our collections, our track is not yet complete - our 
voyage is not yet finished. There remain millions of people for whom we have yet to be 
a resource for understanding our past. There are books to be published, exhibits to be 


mounted (both actually and virtually), and artifacts to be collected, preserved and inter- 
preted. There is much work to 


be done - not least adequately 
endowing this Museum to 
ensure its continuing journey 
toward excellence.

cottage at Small Point. 


When the Franklin figure came to Maine Maritime 
Museum in 1994, the Sewall family member from whom it 
came thought it was a real figurehead, but could not 
remember the specifics. A cursory look in vessel listings 
revealed dozens of Franklins or Benjamin Franklins. Without 
knowing any of the details, it was impossible to match the 
figure with the right vessel. The somber black-and-white 


figure remained in storage, and I started doubting that it 
was a figurehead. 


Now, with Pinckney’s story to begin with, it is no huge pro- 
ject to sort out the facts behind it. A New York commercial 
paper, The Shipping & Commercial List and New York Price 


Current, gave the basic story in their Gales, Disasters, &c. 
column on July 22, 1854: 


U.S. M. steamer FRANKLIN, Wotton, from Havre for this port, with a very 
large and valuable cargo, went ashore near Moriches, Long Island, in a fog, 
morning 17th inst., and it is feared will become a total wreck, as at the lat- 
est dates, she had 12 feet water in her hold at full tide, and was high up on 
the beach. Part of the cargo has been landed dry, and a part has already 
been brought to the City. The steam pumps were sent down, and would be 
put on board as soon as practicable. Vessel and cargo largely insured in this 
City - we understand there is also some insurance on cargo abroad. The 


Franklin was one of our best and most popular steamers, and her loss will 
be severely felt. 


A telephone call to the Bellport-Brookhaven Historical 
Society on Long Island elicited the information that a fig- 
urehead from the steamer Franklin had been brought to 
Bellport by one of the salvors, and displayed for many 
years on his front lawn on the town’s main street. When I 
receive a grainy photocopy of a photograph in the Society's 


possession, it will hopefully confirm that this is the same 
figure now at the museum 


The carving itself testifies to its history. It obviously has 
been outdoors for many years - far longer than the four 
years that this steamer actually operated. It has a thick 
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layer of paint, flaking off in places. 
And the original feet have com 
pletely rotted away - 4 common 
condition on figureheads that have 
been displayed outside, ashore for 
many years. In this case, the feet 
have been replaced with solid new 
ones, which enable the figure to 
stand on its own. 


The Franklin was a large, successful 
and relatively early transatlantic 
steamer, built in 1848-1850 by 
Westervelt & Mackay at New York. 
Her steel-strapped wooden hull 
was 264 feet long, witha breadth of 
41’8" and a depth of 259". Her ton- 
nage was 2,183. When leaving port, 
her draft was 19’5"; arriving at the 
other side of the Atlantic, having 
burned most of the coal she carried, 
her draft was 16’3". She sported a 
low bark rig with a spike bowsprit, 
and was known to have a full- 
length figurehead. Historically, she 
is interesting both in the way her 
business operations were managed and in the technical 
development of her machinery. 


Westervelt & Mackay launched this sidewheeler on August 
31, 1848, as the Lafayette, for the Ocean Steam Navigation 
Company. Work on the vessel then stopped for lack of 
money. The New York firm of Fox & Livingston, which had 
been operating a successful line of sailing packets between 
New York and Havre, France, since 1830, formed a new 
company called the; New York and Havre Steam 
Navigation Company. This company was created to take 
over an alternate part of the U.S. mail contract with Ocean 
Steam Navigation Company, which had been running 
between New York and Bremen. Obtaining the Havre part 
of the contract, the new company also took over Lafayette, 
having her completed renamed Franklin. She began run- 
ning to Havre, leaving New York every eight weeks or so, 
and taking 11 1/2 to 12 1/2 days to cross eastbound. 
Franklin was designed to carry 124 passengers, and was 
later refitted to carry up to 320. Small amounts of expensive 


freight were also carried, with values totaling as much as 
$2.5 million. 


Franklin’s machinery was supplied by New York's Novelty 
Iron Works, whose name was probably more impressive in 
1850 than it is to the modern ear. They manufactured two 
side-lever-type steam engines for the vessel, with 93" bore 
and 8-foot stroke. These were quite typical of large steam 
engines of the time, but the boilers were a little unusual. 
Developed by Stillman Allen & Co., they were cylindrical 
(most boilers of the time were box-shaped) and had fire 
tubes so large that they were effectively circular flues. The 
design was a step along the way to high-pressure boilers, 
although Franklin's boilers operated at 15psi. There were 
four boilers, exhausting into a single stack, and two fire 
rooms. The machinery worked well, consistently out-per- 
forming her running mate Humboldt’s larger engines and 
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So now we know the story. It does 
not happen to be a Maine story, 
but it is a darn good story. It 
makes the carving a real -figure- 
head, and an early one at that. 
There are not many figureheads 
extant from identified transat- 
lantic steamers of the 1850 vin- 
tage. Nor is it usually possible to 
trace the provenance of a figure- 
head from photographs of it 
standing on someone’s lawn or in 
a summer cottage. We remain in 
pursuit of details of the story of 
the Franklin and the subsequent 
history of her figurehead.

larger boilers. 


Returning from France in July, 1854, with 160 Passengers 
and 700 measurement tons of cargo worth nearly $1 mil- 
lion, Franklin’s captain was James A. Wotton, an experi- 
enced packet skipper in command since she was new. As 
she approached the American shore, she had been running 
on dead reckoning through four days of overcast skies. On 
July 16th she encountered a fog bank and either continued 
at full speed or slowed, depending on one’s source. In 
either event, on the morning of July 17th she ran aground 
near Moriches Inlet on the barrier island or sand bar of 
Long Island’s southern shore. In calm weather all the pas- 
sengers were gotten ashore and sent off to their destination 
on the Long Island Railroad. Attempts to get the vessel off 
were unsuccessful, and a rising sea in the night drove the 
steamer over the outer bar and into Moriches Bay, where 
she came to rest about 50 feet from shore. The mail, the bag- 
gage and some of the cargo were taken off in continuing 
bad weather. In three days the hull was hogged and bilged 
despite the iron strapping, and the remaining cargo ruined 
with water; the steamer was abandoned to her insurance 
underwriters. There were more attempts at salvage. In 
October the wreckage was sold at auction to G. S. Lewis for 
$1,625; the steamer had been insured for $300,000.

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Donnell House Changes 


In the fall of 2005, we were delighted to receive a grant of 
$50,000 from the 1772 Foundation for another phase of work 
on the Museum’s historic house, the William T. Donnell 
House. The money will fund part of the costs of creating three 
period rooms in addition to enhancing the three which were 
put together last spring; a nearly matching amount will be pro- 
vided by the Museum in funds and labor. 


Last year we opened the sitting room, library, and dining room 
to the public, and put up exhibits on the Donnell and 
Hitchcock families in the front hall and parlor. This year we 
will work on returning the hall and parlor to something of 


their 1892 glory, and also return the kitchen and pantry to its 
original appearance. 


Architectural conservator Brian Powell from Building 
Conservation Associates, Inc., of Dedham, MA, came in 
December to analyze paint colors in the parlor, hall, and 
kitchen, and to search for paint colors on the outside of the 
house and carriage house. It was he who did the analysis last 
year which got us back to the 1892 colors of the dining room, 
library and sitting room. He took a huge number of paint sam- 
ples to work from. His report, tightly reasoned and logical, 
arrived towards the end of January, complete with microscope 
photographs of the paint layers, and color chips from 
Benjamin Moore and Sherwin Williams for matching colors. It 
is a difficult job to sort out the 1892 color scheme from all the 
finishes which preceded and succeeded it, but we are confi- 


dent that Brian has got us on the right track. 


The other major part of the project which the 1772 Foundation 
funds will accomplish is carpet reproduction. We are extreme- 
ly lucky to have the actual, entire, late-19"-century carpets for 
the sitting room and downstairs and upstairs hallways, and 
front stairs. These are Wilton-style wall-to-wall carpets, unfor- 
tunately too worn to display in the rooms where they belong. 
However, they show us the exact colors and patterns to use for 
reproduction carpeting. Working with Park Row Interiors and 
Stark Carpet Corporation, we have found a mill that makes the 
Wilton style today and have begun the expensive process of 
getting exact reproductions made for the sitting room, front 
downstairs hall, and front stairs. The carpeting will take a long 
time to manufacture and install, and some of the installation 


may occur after the Donnell House opens to the public in late 
May. 


We will also be working at finding appropriate carpet for the 
parlor, draperies for the parlor, furniture for the parlor and 
hall (we know what the originals looked like, from Charles E. 
Burden’s conversations with Addie Palmer, William T. 
Donnell’s granddaughter), stoves for the parlor and kitchen, 
kitchen utensils and other gear, and many other things. We 
have two of the parlor window valences, and need to make 


replicas for the other two windows in the parlor. 


So we have our work cut out for us, but it will be fun, and 
we look forward to having nearly the whole downstairs of 
the house looking like it did in 1892.

Advanced Coastal Navigation Course: 
April 4" through May 23" 


This April the Museum will be offering a course in 
Advanced Coastal Navigation that will be taught by the 
Coast Guard Auxiliary.

A New Puzzler: Recently, trustee and 
perennial contributor Charles E. Burden, 
M.D., donated this intriguing image, a 3 
1/2” x3 1/2” snapshot, rather crumpled. 
On the back of the photograph, someone 
has. written with  ball-point pen, 
“Probably Holy Ghost & Us Society 
Coronet, Portland 1940s.” If you don’t 
know the story of Coronet and Shiloh and 
Durham, Maine, ask someone, because it 
is a great story.
